When  the  Fail  Term  commenced  the  Students'   Council  was  com- 
posed of  the  executives  of  the  Literary  Society,  the  Dramatic  and  De- 
bating Society,  and  the  Athletic  Society,  the  Social  Committee,  the 
representative  to  the  British  Columbia  Teachers'  Federation,  and  the 
Press  Representative.     At  the  Council's  first  meeting,  this  group  was 
found  to  be  too  large  and  unwieldy  to  carry  on  an  effective  meeting. 
It  was  suggested  that  the  Students'  Council  should  be  reduced  in  size 
to  include  only  the  President,  Vice-President  and  Secretary  of  each 
School  society,  the  Social  Convener,  the  representative  to  the  B.C.T. 
the  Press  Representative .  and  a  President  and  Secretary,  selected  by 
the  Council  from  the  student  body.     This  sug  jestion  in  the  form  of  a 
motion,  was  put  to  a  meeting  of  the  student  body  and  overwhelmingly 
adopted.     The  smaller  council  was  found  to  be  much  more  effective. 

The  Students'  Council's  biggest  problem  was  to  draw  up  a 
budget  that  would  balance.     This,   at  first,   appeared  to  be  a  very 
difficult  task,   but  thanks  to  some  unforeseen  sources  of  revenue, 
it  was  eventually  accomplished.     The  major  items  of  expense  were  the 
final  banquet,  held  at  the  Empress  Hotel  and  the  "Anecho".     Other  ex- 
penses included  two  picnics,  numerous  socials   and  dances,  basketball 
uniforms,   and  other  sport's  equipment.

However,  these  initial  difficulties  were  soon  ironed  out,  thanks 
to  Miss  Perry,   and  the  class  took'the  tests  on  December  5th. 

The  test  consisted  of  an  oral  examination  on  the  theory,  hand  drills 
and  artificial  respiration.     The  swimming  was  100  yards  breast  stroke,   50  yards 
backstroke,  the  various  methods  of  release  and  rescue,   and  recovery  from  the 
bottom. 

Everybody  enjoyed  the  classes  and  at  the  same  time  had  some  excel- 
lent exercise,  most  of  us  who  were  in  the  class  are  looking  forward  to  taking 
classes  later  in  the  year.
